THE PIVOT O*1 1884. 


It is morally certain that the Forty- 


eighth Congress will be ia session when 
both parties make their Presidential 
nominations next year, whether the 
Conventions be called early or late. 
From the first that session will ba al- 
most wholly given up to the manufact- 
ure of political capital to be used for 
campaign purposes. Without attempt-" 
ing to forecast the plotting^ and ooun- 
terplottings of the next session at Wash- 
ington, or to predict what iu really 
•wholly uncertain, it may be well to take 
account, in a leisurely way, when no 
contest in upon us, of a few cardinal 
facts or factors in the oaae, and discover 
if possible the probable pivot of 1881. 
Th» Chicago Inttr-Ooeau says "in 1880 
there were 369 electoral votes; in 1884, 
under the last census and appointment, 
fckere will be 401 votes. Th« lowest 
number of votes possible to an election 
i» 1880 was 185; in 1884 it will require 
201. CVarfield received 214 to Hancock's 
155. 
The States which rotad for Gar- 


field have made an aggregate gain of 17, 
20 gross gain* and three IOSMS. 
The 


States of Maine, Vermont and New 
Hampshire each lost one, and the gains 
•were: California, 2; Illinois, 1; Iowa,2; 
Kansas, 4; Massachusetts, 1; Michigan, 
2; Minnesota, 2; Nebraska, 2; New 
York, 1; Ohio, 1; Pennsylvania, 1; Wis- 
consin, 1. The other States ia which 
gains were made are Southern, and 
were, in 18SO, Democratic, namely: Ar- 
kansas, 1; Georgia, 1; Kentucky, 1; Mis- 
sissippi, 1; Missouri, 1; North Carolina, 
1; South Carolina, 2; Texas, 5; Virginia, 
1; West Virginia, 1; total, 15. The 
States may be classified as Republican, 
Democratic and donbtfut, thus:

The Democrats insist that New York 


is not a doubtful Stai» any longer, and 
the Republicans point to the fact that 
Ohio has always given its Presidential 
voioo for the Republican candidate, in- 
cluding Fremont. It was one of the 
eleven Republican States in 1856, and 
has never faltered at any Presidential 
election since, ho»-sv»r much wobbling"

however, is really a doubtful quantity 
at all elections, State and National. If 
Governor Cleveland should make a good 
record, and, like Tilden and Seymour 
before him, carry the Convention, he 
would probably carry the Slate. For 
the purposes of this calculation we will 
tnke both of these Stales out of the 
doubtful list. The result would then 
bo, Republican, 177; Democratic, 186; 
doubtful, 38. 


California ia almost sure to go Repub- 


lican. Notwithstanding the infamous 
Mori y letter it was carried for Garfiold 
in 3880, II ought; not to- be classed as a 
doubtful State, especially since the Chi- 
nese question has been settled to the 
satisfaction of the Pacific slope. Nevada 
is stot so calculable, uud must continue 
to be reckoned as doubtful. 
Taking 


California out of the dubious category 
and placing it where it belongs, the re- 
sult stands: Republican, 185; Demo- 
cratic, 1S6; doubtful, 30. 


With all the Skates classified with oue 


party or the other, except these three 
Indiana, Virginia and Nevada, 
the 


Democrats still have an advantage, for 
cither Indiana or any two of the three 
States would give them a majority of 
electoral votes. 


Indiana alone, or Virginia and Nevada 


combimed, would either give the Demo- 
crats, 201 votes to 200 for the Republican 
ticket. 
On the other baud, the Repub- 


could lose one of the two minor 


States if they carried Indiana and the 
other one. Indiana and Nevada added 
to the list give as the net result 203 Re- 
publican electoral roUs, and Indiana 
audYirgnia 212. 


Virginia is much more likely to go 


Republican than Democratic. Mahone 
and his fellow Rsadjusters have got a 
firm grip upon the State, and already 
announce that they have dona ones for 
all time with the old Bourbon party, 
This means, of course, that they will 
pool their issues on the Presidency with 
the Republicans, and if that should be 
done, and no break occurs anywhere 
along the line, that would insure Re- 
publican victory in the Old Dominion in 
1884, and the situation will be well 
enough understood a year hsnce to 
eliminate the State from classification 
as doubtful. 
Assuming Virginia to be 


Republican, the case stands, Republican, 
197; Democrats, 186; doubtful, 18. 


We have now reached a final analysis. 


Indiana is a necessity to each party. 
Nevada alone would give the Republi- 
cans 200, just as near as Tilden came in 
1876. That little Stata may therefore 
ba eliminated from the doubtful cate- 
g3ry, and Indiana stands out, not by 
any forced construction, but by a nat- 
ural sequence o< probabilities, as the 
pivotal State. It was not so in 1880 
Then New York held the balance of 
power. 
Had its 35 votes been take 


from Gar field's 214 and added to Han- 
cook's 155 the latter would have b«en 
elected; but now the scepter has depart- 
ed, and, politically speaking, Indiana is 
the Empire State, provided, of course, 
that in its zeal to capture Hoosierdom 
the Democrats do not sacrifice New 
York. They will find it no easy task to 
ride both of these horses. Indiana can- 
not be put off again with the Vice Pres- 
idential sop, and New York's Governor 
would scorn to be the tail-feather of a 
prairie-chicken. 
If, on the other hand 


McDonald should be set aside for Cleve- 
land, or any other man, there would be 
blood on the moon."

TIIK CULTIVATION OF BOOMS 


Boom culture, according to Frank 


Leslie's Illustrated Newspaper, is one o 
the most frequent and most seductive 
if not the noblest, employment of th 
political agriculturist. While it may in 
some respects suggest elephant-breed 
ing—of the white variety—and by it 
novelty and uncertainty be somewha 
analogous to ostrich-farming, it is i 
raohty unique^ For example, while i 
is the early bird that catches the worm 
it is not the early boom that catches th 
nomination. In fact, one of the sures 
ways to rid one's self of an obnoxioji 
rival candidate is to "set on" a boom 
as long ahead of the convention as pos 
sible; ninety-nine times out of a hun 
dred it is bate to wager that the boom 
will catch the would-be candidate, whil 
the nomination incontinently escapes 
It has been truly remarked by Mr. Ben 
jamin Franklin, or some other equal! 
reputable philosopher, that "a boom i 
the hand is worth two hundred in th 
newspapers;" but the earliest charactei 
istic developed by the inchoate and ju 
venile boom is to seek the publicity tbu 
a newspaper gives. 
A boom in it 


veally age takes as naturally to a sane 
turn as a duck does to water, or, to pa 
it more strongly, na naturally as a Ne\ 
York ward politician avoids water. 


Thera are no two booms precise! 


alike in size, shape or disposition; bu 
for the convenience of naturalists cur 
ous in such matters they may be gouei 
ally classified as (1) booms that die in 
single season; (2) booms that are spo 
radio and intermittent; and (3) boom 
that are perennial. Tba periodicity 
booms, by u convenient coincidence, 
contemporaneous with the recurrenc 
of Presidential elections. As to th 
characteristics and moral attributes

Which suggests that there 


still another subdivision iu the prope 
classification which includes: (1) Boom 
that are raised by the candidate himsel! 
and (2) booms that other peopie cult: 
rate for him. In those Jays u mau wh 
does anything at all to give him prom; 
neuce is immediately presented with 
boom. But, ia the beautiful Jangnag 
of the poet.

BANK CASES. 


The Court 
convened yesterday at 


10 A. M., Judge Bising,, presiding. 
Counsel for prosecution introduced 
in evidence the certificate of incor- 
poration of the Reno SaviugaBank; 
objected to by General Clarke for 
the defense, upon the ground that 
no offense having been charged in 
the indictment no evidence can be 
submitted showing any crime. The 
General argued that so far as de- 
fendant Crockett is concerned as 
Trustee ami Vice President of the 
bank he covild not, under the stat- 
utes of this State, commit the 
crime of embezzlement for tho rea- 
son that he was neither "a servant, 
a clerk, an apprentice, or other per- 
son bound or hired." Col. Ellis for 
the prosecution argued that the 
acts of both defendants come clearly 
within the provisions of the act of 
1879. 
The Court indicated a belief 
that no offense has been charged in 
the indictment, but without decid- 
ing that point expressed a willing- 
ness to allow plaintiffs to intro- 
duce evidence going to establish the 
fact that defendants were, under any 
laws of this State, officers or ser- 
vants of the bank. 
Recess taken 
until 1:30. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Col. Ellis read to the jury the 


certificate of incorporation of the 
bank. 


M. C. Lake sworn — Acted as 


President of the bank from its com- 
mencement. 
L. I/. Crockett was 


elected as Trustee and Vice Pres- 
ident; Jas. H. Kinkead acted as 
Manager; Bachelder was Cashier. 
The book containing the by-laws and 
meetings of the Board was offered 
iu evidenco. 


Examination of Lake continued— 


Was present at meetings of the 
Board many times, but can't tell 
how 
often. 
Was 
not at 
the 


bank the night of the 23d nor the 
morning of the 24th of June, 1880. 
James H. Kiukead performed his 
duties as prescribed by the by-laws, 
so far as 1 know. Kinkead's salary 
was from $150 to $250 per month. 
Do not knaw that Crockett ever 
had any control, or exercised any 
control, over the funds of the bank. 


Prosecution offered a seiies of let- 
ters from. Crockett to Kinkead, per- 
taiuiug to bank matters. Hilled in- 
admissible. 
The 
prosecution introduced a 


book containing the by-laws and 
rules governing the bank, to show 
that Kinkead and Crockett were 
the servants of the corporation. 
The court held that there was noth- 
ing in the evidence which showed 
that Crockett was the servant of 
tlie bunk and held that he was 
eventually out of the case. 


Judge Rising said he would allow 


the prosecution to go on with their 
evidence, and take the point raised 
by defense relative to Kinkead's 
position under advisement until 
morning.

A night session was held 


last evening, in order to finish us soon 
as possible.

If the 
weather is at all favorable, they have 
the freedom of the yard for three hours 
in the forenoon and they are at liberty 
to employ this time in any reasonable 
amusement. To one who has watched 
these prisoners during the regular rou- 
tine work of week day hours, anil no- 
ticed their subdued, mechanical manner, 
occasioned by th» enforcement of strict 
discipline, cannot bat be impressed with 
the air of brightness (one might almost 
say of happiness) that surrounds them 
during the recreation hours of the Sab- 
bath. 
What enjoyment it is to stand 


up and sit down, walk arid run, laugh 
atul talk according to inclination, can 
only b« undoibtood by those who have 
been deprived of thut personal liberty, 
which is dearer to every heart than all 
else on earth. After dinner the prison- 
ers are allowed to remain in the dining 
room until the time for bsing locked up 
in their cells. H»re they talk together, 
read, write, sing, play, etc. 
During the 


aour of religious services they remain 
seated, a quiet ami attentive audience. 
Tho Pmitors of thi' vtrioni Onrnon 
Churches take turns iu conducting these 
services. They are usually accompanied 
by their respective choirs, who perhaps 
in all their lives, will nevtr sing to A 
gathering of peopte, who so fully enjoy 
every note of their music as do these 
men, shut away from all that makes 
life endurable. 
On last Sunday after- 


noon, alter ths address by Rev. Mr. 
Fairbairii, Mrs. Howe, oue of the most 
talented ladies of Carson, recited the well 
known selection of "No Sects in Heaven." 
Perhaps no better ''sermon" could be 
given these men than the kindly words 
of hope anil encouragement extended to 
every oue, who will strive to make his 
life as pnr» and good as the light within 
him directs.
